Langston

Langston  Hughes  was  a  lit¬ 
erary  sensation  because  he  was 
one  of  the  first  Black  men  of 
literature  who  made  a  gainful 
career  from  his  writing,  espe¬ 
cially  during  the  depression. 

Why  was  Hughes  so  suc¬ 
cessful  a  writer?  Hughes  wrote 
a  variety  of  literature:  he  wrote 
in  every  genre.  During  his  forty 
years  (1920's-1950's)  of  literary 
originality,  he  wrote  poetry, 
drama,  and  fiction,  and  as¬ 
sembled  anthologies.  He  was 
also  very  successful  in  portray¬ 
ing  life  of  the  Black  people  in 
Harlem. 

To  Langston  Hughes,  Har¬ 
lem  was  more  than  a  place:  he 
was  interested  in  the  people's 
manners,  talk,  dances,  clothes, 
thoughts,  and  dreams. 

The  people  of  Harlem  were 
his  people,  and  even  though 
Harlem  was  disintegrating  dur¬ 
ing  the  1950's  and  1960's,  he

With  the  arrival  of  this  year's 
primaries,  United  States  Presi¬ 
dential  candidates  are  beginning 
to  focus  their  campaigns.  The 
Democrats  are  wondering  if  the 
present  crop  of  candidates  will 
yield  a  person  with  both  appeal¬ 
ing  ideas  and  a  personality  that 
is  strong  enough  to  convey  them 
to  the  public,  and  later,  to  Con¬ 
gress.  The  Republican  option  to 
current  President  George  Bush 
is  former  presidential  speech- 
writer  and  political  commenta¬ 
tor,  Pat  Buchanan. 

While  Mario  Cuomo  backers 
hope  for  a  substantial  amount  of 
write-in  votes  for  their  man  in 
the  telltale  New  Hampshire  pri¬ 
mary  on  February  18,  those  in 
the  field  of  registered  candidates 
are  still  jockeying  for  position. 
Of  the  group  of  Democratic 
hopefuls,  former  Massachusetts 
Senator  Paul  Tsongas  and  Ar¬ 
kansas  Governor  Bill  Clinton 
lead  in  the  polls. 

Tsongas  has  not  played  the 
part  of  the  charismatic  candi¬ 
date  but  he  does  exhibit  a  firm 
grasp  of  the  issues.  On  the 
economic  front  Tsongas  does  not 


continued  to  love  them. 

Hughes  was  bom  in  Joplin, 
Missouri,  not  Harlem.  Due  to 
his  parent's  separation,  he  lived 
with  his  grandmother  for  a  while 
in  Lawrence,  Kansas.  He  finally 
lived  in  Cleveland,  Ohio  where 
he  finished  high  school  and 
began  to  write  poetry.  Upon 
graduating,  he  went  to  live  with 
his  father  in  Mexico.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  their  relationship  ended 
after  a  dreadful  first  year  at 
Columbia  University  in  1921. 
Later,  Hughes  attended  Lincoln 
University  in  1925. 

Between  those  two  college 
experiences,  he  published  "The 
Negro  Speaks  of  Rivers"  in  the 
Crisis.  He  was  praised  by  well- 
known  poets,  and  in  1925  he 
won  the  first  prize  for  poetry 
from  Opportunity  magazine.  At 
Lincoln  University  he  won  the 
Witter  Bynner  Prize  for  under¬ 
graduate  poetiy.  His  literaiy 
career  was  well  underway. 


present  the  strong  protectionist 
attitude  that  other  candidates 
have  communicated  to  the  pub¬ 
lic.  In  a  television  advertise¬ 
ment  Tsongas  says,  "Every 
Democrat  promises  to  get  tough 
on  trade  but  let's  not  kid  our¬ 
selves.  America  needs  to  take 
control  of  its  own  fate."  Then  the 
announcer  adds,  "Others  Just 
blame  the  Japanese.  Paul  Tson¬ 
gas  will  beat  them-  the  Ameri¬ 
can  way-  by  making  quality  come 
first  again." 

Clinton  has  seen  his  popu¬ 
larity  drop  after  Gennifer  Flow¬ 
ers'  revelation  of  a  twelve-year 
affair  with  him.  Clinton's  wife, 
Hillary,  appeared  on  national 
television  with  her  husband,  and 
her  quote  about  'standing  by  her 
man'  roused  a  few  guffaws  and 
ruffled  the  feathers  of  singer 
Tammy  Wynette,  who  demanded 
an  apology.  The  economic  gains 
made  in  Arkansas  during  Clin¬ 
ton's  administration  may  not 
have  the  chance  to  impact  his 
vote  totals  if  he  is  seen  as  a  man 
lacking  integrity.  Clinton  also 
has  been  cited  as  neglecting  the 
environment  and  siding  with  big 
business.  Senator  Paul 


During  the  1940's  Hughes 
developed  a  character  named 
Jesse  B.  Semple.  It  was  a  char¬ 
acter  that  some  critics  believed 
to  be  the  true  mark  of  the  genius 
of  Hughes. 

Books  on  Hughes  can  be 
found  at  the  library  of  Saint 
Josephs  for  all  those  who  are 
interested.  Below  is  one  of  the 
best  poem  by  Langston  Hughes, 
and  I'm  quoting  it  here  for  any¬ 
one  who  finds  himself  tired  and 
ready  to  give  up.  It  has  a  univer¬ 
sal  message  everyone  can  un¬ 
derstand. 

Mother  to  Son 
Well,  son  I'll  tellyou:/Life  for 
me  ain't  been  no  crystal  stair./ 
It’s  had  tacks  in  it, /And  splin¬ 
ters, 

And  boards  tom  up/  And 
places  with  no  carpet  on  the 
floor-/  Bare./  But  all  the  time/ 
I'se  been  a-climbin’  on,/  And 
reachin'  landin's,/ 

And  turnin'  comers,/  And

He  said  that  students 
will  not  be  able  to  refer  to  a  pic¬ 
torial  record  of  themselves  40  or 
50  years  from  now  because  the 
college  has  changed  to  a  video¬ 
yearbook  format. 

Saint  Joe's  video  yearbook 
comes  with  a  30-page.  PRINTED 
photo  supplement  that  includes 


senior  pictures,  team  group 
shots,  dorm  group  shots,  and  a 
variety  of  candids.  The  book  in¬ 
cludes  an  index,  so  anyone  who 
is  pictured  can  be  referenced  im¬ 
mediately.  I  am  not  sure  why  Fr. 
Gerlach,  despite  continuing  dis¬ 
cussions  with  me,  refuses  to  ac¬ 
knowledge  the  existence  of  this 
organized  and  comprehensive 
publication.

The  other  day.  while  walking  out  of  my 
dorm  toward  the  post  office,  my  path  was 
obstructed  by  several  trucks  hauling  away 
scraps  of  trees  that  had  been  clear-cut  from 
the  comer  of  the  Grotto  woods.  A  few  weeks 
ago,  several  healthy-looking  bushes  were 
removed  from  the  perimeter  of  Noll  Hall. 
Last  fall,  the  entire  forest  floor  of  the  Grotto 
was  scraped  for  no  apparent  reason,  effec¬ 
tively  removing  chances  of  soil  compost,  not 
to  mention  food  sources  for  the  habitat  as  a 
whole. 

These  may  seem  like  remote,  harmless 
incidents  but  I  would  like  to  indict  them  for 
what  they  really  are.  This  is  an  assault  on 
nature  and  what  little  habitat  it  has  left.

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Allen  Bergerfightingforhis  Constitutional  rights

Life  has  been  fairly  hectic  for 
Allen  Berger  recently.  Because 
of  a  pending  lawsuit,  Berger  has 
been  featured  on  CBS  This 
Morning  and  in  a  ‘New  York 
Times"  article.  He  has  also  had 
offers  to  appear  on  television 
talk  shows  such  as  Donahue 
and  Maury  Povich,  both  ofwhich 
he  has  turned  down. 

Berger,  an  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  anthropology  and  dean  of 
freshman  at  SJC,  is  currently  in 
the  process  of  suing  the  Rensse¬ 
laer  Central  School  Corporation. 

Berger's  complaint  centers 
around  the  Gideon  Society's 
distribution  of  King  James  Bibles 
to  fifth  graders. 

This  practice  has  been  fol¬ 
lowed  for  35  years. 

Berger  first  learned  of  the 
Bible  distribution  at  a  party  in 
October  of  1989  at  which  a  for¬ 


mer  Saint  Joseph's  College  stu¬ 
dent  and  now  elementary  school 
teacher  approached  him.  She 
told  him  about  the  distribution 
that  was  taking  place  at  nearby 
North  View  Elementary  School 
in  Francesville. 

Berger  said  that  he  was  upset 
and  approached  RCSC  Superin¬ 
tendent  Mitch  Ockerman,  who 
was  also  at  the  party.  Ocker¬ 
man,  a  friend  of  Berger's,  told 
Berger  that  the  Gideons  would 
also  visit  Rensselaer  Middle 
School  the  next  week  to  distrib¬ 
ute  the  Bibles  to  the  fifth  graders 
there. 

Joshua,  Berger’s  son,  was  in 
the  fifth  grade. 

Berger  said,  “I  never  dreamed 
(my  complaint)  would  come  to 
an  actual  lawsuit."  Berger  first 
consulted  a  few  of  his  colleagues 
who  were  familiar  with  Consti¬ 
tutional  Law  to  ask  about  the 


legality  of  the  Bible  distribution. 
He  then  believed  that  his  Con¬ 
stitutional  rights  were  being 
violated. 

So  Berger  wrote  a  letter  to 
the  school  board,  in  which  he 
threatened  a  lawsuit.  “I  wanted 
them  to  know  that  I  was 
serious... I  did  not  want  my  letter 
tossed  aside,"  he  said. 

“I  thought  the  situation 
would  be  taken  care  of 
immediately...  I  thought  they 
would  quietly  tell  the  Gideons 
not  to  distribute,"  Berger  ex¬ 
plained.  Instead,  however,  the 
school  corporation  turned  the 
letter  over  to  the  local  press. 

The  community  reacted  by 
crowding  into  the  high  school 
auditorium  for  the  next  school 
board  meeting. 

When  the  president  of  the 
school  board  announced  there 
would  be  no  changes  in  the  dis¬ 


tribution  plans,  she  received  a 
standing  ovation.  Berger  subse¬ 
quently  began  legal  proceedings. 

The  case  was  originally  heard 
at  the  district  court  level  in  Lafay¬ 
ette.  Here,  Judge  Allen  Sharp 
ruled  for  the  school  corporation. 
Berger  appealed  the  decision. 

Originally,  the  appeal  was 
scheduled  for  December  6, 1 99 1 . 
However,  the  District  Court  of 
Appeals  in  Chicago,  where  the 
hearing  is  to  be  held,  cancelled 
that  date  just  a  few  days  before. 

The  court's  reasoning  for  the 
delay  concerns  the  pending 
outcome  of  a  court  case  being 
heard  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

Berger's  case  is  being  de¬ 
layed  until  there  is  a  decision 
reached  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Lee  vs.  Wiseman. 
This  case  concerns  the  issue  of 
prayer  in  public  schools.  Berger 
said  the  decision  might  come  as 


late  as  June. 

"It  has  been  frustrating,  al¬ 
though  the  frustration  was 
temporary.  We  were  just  look¬ 
ing  to  have  this  resolved.  It  has 
been  well  over  two  years  now," 
said  Berger. 

Throughout  the  two  years, 
Berger  has  received  a  lot  of 
support;  however,  most  of  the 
support  has  been  quiet.  He 
explained.  There's  a  risk  of 
coming  out  on  Allen  Berger’s 
side." 

There  are  large  organiza¬ 
tions,  however,  that  are  in  sup¬ 
port  of  Berger's  case.  He  has 
received  Friend  of  Court  briefs 
from  such  groups  as  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  of  Churches,  the 
American  Jewish  Committee,  the 
Anti-Defamation  League,  the 
Indiana  State  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  American  Civil  Lib¬ 
erties  Union. 


flew  nCAA  standards  affect  SJC  jocks

More  than  half  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  students  are  involved  in 
athletics,  whether  it  be  for  a 
scholarship  or  as  volunteers.  The 
college  previously  has  certain 
academic  standards  that  stu¬ 
dents  must  maintain  in  order  to 
participate  in  sports,  or  any  other 
extra-curricular  activity  for  that 
matter.  But  the  issue  that  will 
be  in  effect  this  fall  is  certifica¬ 
tion  from  the  NCAA.  All  student 
athletes  must  keep  their  grade 
point  averages  to  the  NCAA's

Pat  Buchanan,  the  Republi¬ 
can  alternative,  wants  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  answer  to  concerns  of 
citizens  in  the  southwestern 
states  regarding  immigration 
from  Mexico.  His  idea  of  a  ditch 
between  the  two  countries  to 
help  prevent  trucks  from  driving 
across  unchecked  borders  is  sure 
to  gain  listeners  from  the  lone 
star  of  Texas  to  the  golden  state 
of  California.  Buchanan,  who  is 
subject  to  a  great  deal  of  criti¬ 
cism  due  to  his  media  back¬ 
ground,  has  had  some  difficulty 
warding  off  those  who  feel  he 
has  made  anti-Semitic  state¬ 
ments.  When  questioned  with 
respect  to  the  statements, 


expectations. 

Freshman,  who  may  qualify 
for  “Prop  48",  are  required  to 
have  a  score  of 700  on  the  SAT  or 
17  on  the  ACT  and  must  have 
kept  a  2.0  in  high  school,  ac¬ 
companied  with  1 1  transferable 
courses.  In  their  first  season, 
sophomores  must  maintain  a 
1.6,  while  juniors  in  their  sec¬ 
ond  season  must  have  a  1.8  to 
remain  eligible  for  the  team.  A 
senior  in  his  final  season  must 
not  drop  below  a  2.0,  which  is 
the  graduation  requirement  for 
seniors  anyway.  The  NCAA  will 
certify  all  athletic  students  by 
requiring  so  many  number  of 
hours  and  a  specific  grade  point 


average. 

Fred  Berger,  who  commented 
on  the  issue  of  athletic  eligibil¬ 
ity,  said,  This  enforcement  will 
be  quite  complex  because  SJC's 
requirements  aren't  the  same  as 
the  ones  given  to  us  by  the 
NCAA."  The  NCAA  is  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  Presidents  from  institu¬ 
tions  large  and  small.  The  Presi¬ 
dent's  Commission  sets  these 
requirements  in  order  to  regain 
control  of  athletics  in  the  aca¬ 
demic  institutions.  “We  must 
follow  the  rules  given  to  us  by 
the  NCAA  and  students  should 
know  about  both  the  SJC  and 
NCAA  guidelines." 

Since  Saint  Joseph's  is  first 


Buchanan,  in  his  polished 
manner,  tries  to  clarify  them  for 
those  who  may  have  misunder¬ 
stood  their  intent. 

President  Bush  is  no  longer 
riding  the  wave  of  popular  sup¬ 
port  gained  from  the  Persian  Gulf 
War,  and  is  fighting  to  gain  re¬ 
spectability  with  his  domestic 
policies.  The  forecasts  of  a  new 
ozone  hole  prompted  Bush  to  set 
a  1995  deadline  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  ozone-destroying  chemi¬ 
cals,  this  being  five  years  earlier 
than  the  deadline  set  through 
an  international  treaty. 

In  his  state  of  the  union 
address  on  Tuesday,  January 
28.  Bush  presented,  among  other 


things,  his  plan  to  give  first-time 
homebuyers(or  non-owners  for 
three  years)  a  tax  credit  of  10 
percent  of  the  purchase  price, 
up  to  $50,000.  The  tax  credit  is 
likely  to  be  passed  by  Congress, 
upon  whom  President  Bush  has 
imposed  a  March  20  deadline. 
The  tax  credit  amount,  $5,000 
maximum,  would  be  applicable 
to  house  or  condominium  pur¬ 
chases  between  the  dates  of 
February  1,  1992,  and  January 
1, 1993.  The  tax  credit  is  straight 
dollar  for  dollar  on  taxed  owed, 
not  a  deduction.  Half  the  credit 
would  be  applied  to  1992  taxes 
with  the  remainder  being  ap¬ 
plied  in  1993.

School  offers  educational  trips

When  Spring  Break  begins 
on  February  28.  students  will 
be  returning  home  for  a  rest 
from  the  first  half  of  the 
second  semester.

To  provide  funding  for  the 
Georgia  trip.  Campus  Life 
asked  students 
to  relinquish  their  cafeteria

During  their  stay, 
the  students  will  visit  native 
homes,  participate  in  prayer 
with  the  Indians,  and  observ¬ 
ing  the  work  done  by  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  the  area. 

Father  Dennis  Klnderman, 
who  will  also  be  going  on  the 
trip,  prefers  to  consider  it  a 
“retreat."  He  stated  that  the 
group  will  certainly  not  be  on 
vacation  and  that  he  hopes 
that  the  experience  will 
be  educational  and  enlighten¬ 
ing  for  the  students  involved.

“BY  THE  TIME  I  GET 
TO  ARIZONA”— 

Public  Enemy’s  bad  rap

ERNEST  BLOCH 
String  Quartet  No.  1 
The  Portland  String  Quartet 
Arabesque  Compact  Disc 
Z6543. 

This  work  marks  the  end  to 
what  has  been  commonly  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  Bloch's  Jewish  Cycle. 
It  Is  an  Indication  of  the  change 
that  Bloch  weathered  after  leav¬ 
ing  Calvinist  Geneva  for  the 
United  States  and  uncertain 
success.  Tired  of  unappreciated 
composing  and  thankless  lec¬ 
tures  as  well  as  underpaid  di¬ 
recting,  Bloch  left  the  oppres¬ 
sive  atmosphere  of  Geneva  for 
the  states  where  he  embarked 
on  a  quickly  successful  career 
as  a  composer.  While  the  sound 
of  much  of  Bloch's  music  Is 
Hebraic  In  nature  only  about 
one  third  is  actually  this.  Much 
of  the  “Jewishness'  comes  from 
the  many  trltones  and  aug¬ 
mented  seconds  that  he  used. 
One  should  be  careful  though  to 
read  too  much  Into  the  Inspira¬ 
tion  of  his  works.  In  the  notes 
accompanying  this  particular 
piece  of  music,  Bloch  comments 
on  his  own  work  in  a  letter  to 
Alfred  Ponchon  of  the  Fonzaley 
Quartet .  This  gives  the  collector 
rare  Insight  Into  this  man's  music 
and  life.  It  enables  us  to  see  the 


progression  from  life  experience 
to  musical  Interpretation. 

His  String  Quartet  No.  1  Is 
full  of  musical  imagery  of  the 
Jewish  heritage  he  so  fully  un¬ 
derstood.  It  Is  filled  with  la¬ 
menting  violin  and  cello  lines 
that  fully  accentuate  the  trltones 
and  augmented  seconds  so  com¬ 
monly  found  In  the  Hebraic  cy¬ 
clical.  As  the  work  progresses, 
Bloch  makes  use  of  discordance 
to  accentuate  the  many  mixed 
feelings  he  experienced  In  com¬ 
ing  to  this  period  In  creativity. 
His  Finale,  hailed  as  one  of  the 
most  expressive  of  his  passages. 
Is  beautifully  played  by  the  Port¬ 
land  String  Quartet,  so  well  in 
fact  that  one  can  hear  the  musi¬ 
cians  Inhale  before  the  more  ex¬ 
pressive  passages. 

Bloch’s  String  Quartet  No. 
1 ,  Is  an  exceptional  piece  of  music 
that  was  skillfully  played.  It  Is 
hard  to  classify  Bloch  to  the 
contemporary  period  because  his 
music  Is  so  very  romantic  In  Its 
nature.  Full  of  expression,  real 
feelings  and  utterly  overwhelm¬ 
ing  to  the  ears,  this  recording  is 
truly  a  fabulous  addition  to  any 
collection.  Listen  for  this  on 
Pete  Herlngs  Classical  Music 
Show  which  airs  on  WPUM  every 
Wednesday  morning  from  7:00

It  is  said  that  being  assassi¬ 
nated  tends  to  change  one's  po¬ 
litical  viewpoint.  If  that  is  so, 
one  may  wonder  if  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  would  continue  to 
stand  by  his  doctrine  of  nonvi¬ 
olence  after  being  cut  down  by  a 
bullet. 

Hard-  core  rap  group  Public 
Enemy  doesn't  seem  to  think  so. 
Their  latest  video,  “By  the  Time 
I  Get  to  Arizona,"  is  testament  to 
that.  The  song  and  video  were 
done  In  protest  to  the  fact  that 
Arizona  Is  the  only  state  in  the 
U.S.  that  does  not  observe  the 
birthday  of  Martin  Luther  King. 

Public  Enemy  consists  of  MC 
Chuck  D,  his  clock-wearing 
sidekick  Flavor  Flav,  and  group 
Terminator  X.  The  entire  PE 
outfit  is  backed  up  by  a  uni¬ 


formed,  paramilitary  unit  called 
the  Security  of  the  First  World, 
or  SIWs.  This  menacing  group 
provides  protection  for  PE  both 
on  and  off  stage. 

From  the  standpoint  of  video¬ 
making,  the  video  for  “By  the 
Time  I  Get  to  Arizona"  Is  rather 
exciting.  But  unlike  other  rap 
videos,  the  rappers  are  not  hop¬ 
ping  about  the  streets  or  drool¬ 
ing  overpretty  women.  No,  it  be¬ 
comes  clear  that  the  members  of 
Public  Enemy  are  preparing  for 
some  sort  of  paramilitary  raid. 
As  fictlous  footage  of  Martin 
Luther  King  is  woven  in,  an  aide 
to  the  Governor  of  Arizona  is  poi¬ 
soned,  the  Governor  himself  is 
killed  when  a  bomb  goes  off  In 
his  car,  and  the  SIWs  are  seen 
gunning  down  members  of  the 
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state  legislature. 

Reactions  to  this  have  been 
likewise  volitile.  Rev.  Warren 
Stewart  of  Arizona,  leader  of  a 
coalition  to  bring  a  King  holiday 
to  that  state,  has  said  that  the 
video  “does  a  disservice  to  the 
legacy  of  Dr.  King."  King's  widow, 
Coretta  Scott  King,  has  a  similar 
viewpoint.  “We  do  not  subscribe 
to  violence  as  a  way  to  achieve 
social  or  economic  reform.  We 
do  not  support  violence  in  any 
form."  Harry  Allen,  a  public 
relations  official  for  Public  En¬ 
emy,  retaliates  against  criticism 
by  saying  that  “scientific  counter¬ 
violence  has  always  remains  an 
optional  response  ...  to  racist 
violence." 

Welcome  to  Political  Science 
101,  Public-Enemy-style.

Pete  Hering,  sophomore, 
started  a  new  WPUM  classical 
music  program  that  airs  on 
Wednesdays  from  7  to  9  a.m. 
He  plays  the  popular  compos¬ 
ers,  such  as  Bach  and  Mozart, 
takes  requests  and  “If  there  are 
no  requests,  I  try  to  play  a  va¬ 
riety  so  listeners  can  hear  more 
composers  than  just  the  main 
ones,"  said  Hering. 

“Since  the  radio  station 
didn't  have  classical  music,  1 
thought  it  was  appropriate  to 
have  a  little  bit  of  music  that 
started  all  other  musics,"  said 
Hering.
